I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1941,  The  Report  is  limited  to  essontial  statistics  and  to  Important 
ohangos  which  havo  taken  place  during  tho  yoar. 

The  health  cf  the  district  hoo  remained  satisfactory  and  there  was 
no  serious  outbreak  of  epidemic  disoaso,  Moasles  was  provalent  during 
tho  first  half  of  tho  year  a  total  of  £*  )  cases  being  notified,  Tho  disease 
was  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths,  Tho  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  dropped  from  41  (1940)  to  15,  Whooping  Cough  continues  to  be  tho 
most  sorious  of  infectious  diseases .of  childhood,  152  cases  were  notified  and 
there  wero  two  deaths  from  this  discaso,  It  is  almost  certain  that 
eventually  an  effective  prophylactic  agont  avill  be  available  which  will 
protect  children  against  Whooping  Cough* 

Good  progross  was  mo.de  under  tho  Council’s  Schemo  for  immunisation  of 
children  against  Diphtheria,  but  a  much  higher  percentage  of  the  child 
population  must  be  protected.  Every  offort  is  being  made*  to  onsuro  that  the 
majority  of  children  in  tho  district  will  bo  immunised  as  soon  as  possible 
after  they  roach  the  age  of  one  year. 

Whilst  there  was  no  evidence  of  incrcaso  of  infostation  with  head  lico 
or  body  lico  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  tho  district,  there  was  an  increase 
in  tho  number  of  cases  of  Scabies,  This  is  mainly  duo  to  war  conditions  and 
is  ovidcnco  of  tho  low  standard  of  housing  and  facilities  for  washing  in 
working  class  houses  in  the  district.  In  the  greater  majority  of  those  houso 
including  most  of  the  Council’s  housos,  the  arrangements  for  bathing  are 
unsatisfactory,  there  being  no  moans  of  obtaining  a  ready  supply  of  hot  wator, 
I  recommend  that  in  all  Council  Houses  to  be  built  in  the  future  a  hot  water 
system  should  bo  installed  to  supply  tho  bathroom  and  hous&iold  lavatory  basins 
This  in  my  opinion  would  bo  one  of  the  groatost  contributions  towards  tho 
health  of  tho  inhabitants  of  tho  district,  Tho  provision  of  facilitios  for 
cleanliness  would  prevent  much  ill-health  duo  to  Scabios,  Verminous 
Conditions,  and  Intestinal  Disorders,  bosides  preventing  loss  of  time  at  schoo 
in  children,  and  loss  of  working  tine  to  adults. 

The  nuisance  causod  by  overflowing  cesspools  in  tho  district  was 
reported  on  during  tho  year.  The  Council  considered  it  inadvisable  under 
present  oircunstances ,  and  in  view  of -possible  sewerage  schemes  at  a  loter 
date,  to  undertake  any  system  of  cesspool  emptying  in  the  district, 

I  wish  to  thank  tho  Members  of  tho  Council  for  thoir  kindness  and 
consideration  during  the  yoar,  and  tho  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  other  Officials 
of  tho  Council  for  their  co-opo ration  in  tho  work  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Sanitary  Sorvicos,

An  epidemic  of  Measles  occurrod  in  tho  first  six  months  of  the  year, 
211  cases  wore  notified  during  the  month  of  March,  The  disease  was  mild 
and  there  wore  no- fatal  cases. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  continued  to  decline,  15  cases 
being  notified  compared  with  41  for  the  yoar  1940, 

Mho oping  Cough  cases  notified  numbered  132  and  there  were  two  deaths 
from  this  disease.  It  is  hopod  that  eventually  a  prophylactic  inoculation 

will  be  available  which  will  protect  children  against  this  serious  disease 
as  offoctually  as  tho  diphtheria  prophylactic  inoculation  protects  against 
diphtheria.
